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information & abbreviations 



TENSION 

Otilaining Ihe cmect tenebn s pettiaps the single factcir which 
can make the differertos between a sucxessfti garment and a 
(Jisastrous one. It oontfols both the shape and size of an article, 
so any variation, however sAght, can cAstol the finished garment. 
We recommend that you knit a squaie in pattern and/or stocking 
stitch (depending on the pstlem inslrudiof'is) erf perhaps 5 - tQ 
more stitches gnd 5 - 10 mcne rows lhan those given in the 
tension note, Mark out the central lOcm square with pins. If you 
have loo many stitches to lOcm tiy again using thteker needles, 
jf you have too few stitches to lOcm try again using finer needles. 
Once you hav^ achteved the correct tension your garment wil he 
knitted to the nieasuriements indicated in the size diagram shown 
at the end of the pattern. 

SIZING & SJ2£ DIAGRAM NOTE 

The instructicns are given for the smalest size.Wiefe they vary 
work the figures in biadtets for (he larger sizes. One set of figures 
refers to all sizes. Included with mcrsi pattans in this brochure is 
a 'size diagram', or sketch of ihe finished gaiment and rts 
dimensions.The see diagram shows Ihe finished width of She 
garmenl at Ihe under-arm point, ard it is this nreasurement that 
the knitter sfiould choose first; a usefiri tip is to measure one d 
your own garments which is a comfortabie lit, Having diosen a 
size based rxi wcHh, look at \hB oorresptjnding lengih for that 
size; if you are not liappy with the fdal lengih which we 
recommend, adjust your own garment before beginning you' 
armhete shaping ^ any adjustnwit after this pcint wil mean tl>ai 
your sleeve will not fil into your garment eas^ - don't forget to 
take your adjustment into account it there is any side seam 
shaping, Finaly, look at the sleeve length; the size diagram 
shows the finished sfeeve measurement, taking into account any 
top-arm inseiiion length. Measure your body betw^n the centre 
of your neck and your wrist, this measurement should 
cortTespofx:l to haff the garment width pfus the sleeve length, 
Again, your sleeve tengtti may bs adjust^, but remember !o 
take into considefaiion your sleeve increases if you do adjust the 
length - you must hcroase rrtore freq^jently than the pattern 
states 10 sheden your sleeve, less frequently to lervglhen it. 

FINISHING INSTHIJC1X3NS 

After working for hours knitting a garment, it seems a great pfty 
Itial many garments are jolted because such little care is taken 



in Ihe pressing and finishing process, FoUow the folowirig tips for 
a iniy professional lookirig garment, 

PRESSING 

Block out each piece of knitting and foiowinQ the inslnjclio<Ts on 
Ihe ball barrd press the garment pieces, cxnitting the 
ribs.rp;Take special care to press the edges, as this wifi iroke 
sewing up both easier and neater. If the bal band indicates lhat 
the fabnc is not to be pressed, then covering the blocked out 
fabric v/ith a dlamp white cotton cloth and leaving ii to stand will 
have the ctesired effect. Dam in all ends neaUy along the selvage 
edge or a colour join, as appropriale, 

STITCHING 

When stitching tlie pieces together, remember to match areas of 
cdour and lexturE very carefully where toey meet. Use a seam 
stitch such as back stitch or mattress stitch f< 3 r man knitting 
seams and iom all ribs and neckbarxl with matiress stitch, unless 
otherwise stated, 

CONSTRUCTION 

Having completed ihe pattern instmetions. join left shoulder and 
neckband seams as detailed above. Sew the top o1 the sleeve to 
the body of the garment using the method delated P the pattern, 
referring to the appropriate guide: Shaflow set-m steeves: Match 
cfecreases at beg of armhole shapng to decreases at lop of 
steeve. Sew sleeve head into amrfiote. easir^g n shapings. Set- in 
sleeves: Ptace centre of cast' of! edge of ^oeve to shexider seam. 
Set in steeve, easir^ steeve heed into amihole. 

Join Side and steeive seams, 

Slip stitch pocket edgings and IHngs into place. 

Sew on buttons to corresponci wth buttonholes. 

Ribbed welts and neckbands and any afeas of garter stitch 
sfKHJid not be prised.
